Johu W hitehurst. 
A policy of retrenchm ent in sal­ 
ary expenditures is to be follow­ 
ed. The first step is the discon­ 
tinuance of one office and the com­ 
bination of two other offices, ef­ 
fecting a_ salary saving of approxi­ 
mately $5,000 a year, the president 
said.* 
Accusations of alleged financial 
irregularities at the college, which
